The Reality of Art 


When I was in high school, I was into all the performing arts. Well, 
not dancing, because I still refer to my hometown as the setting for 
the movie Footloose, where dancing wasn’t to be done and books were 
always at risk of being burned. But the plays and musicals and choir 
and speech were (and are) very supported by the community, and 
what we performed at the school was often some of the only very 
narrow glimpses into the arts world that the community saw. We had 
some fairly strict guidelines about what the productions were allowed 
to be and usually stayed within bounds, but I can recall a little back- 
lash from the extra-marital love scene in Into the Woods my junior year 
that relegated us to Oklahoma! my senior year. 

Who'd I play? Everybody's favorite overweight whatever. I was 
Jack’s Mother. I was Aunt Eller. I even played Esther Finkelstein 
in a play about a Jewish butcher shop in which two Lutherans and 
a Baptist won an award for a show that had us assume roles (and 
Yiddish accents) outside of our culture. Overweight people are to 
be comic relief and I was proud to be getting roles; I did them well. I 
understood that there were some roles for which we just do not cast 
overweight people. Cinderella wasn’t plump. Love interests weren’t 
portly, even though they could mature into soft and round aunts and 
mothers later in their fairytale lives. It’s what culture has said and 
it’s what I internalized. I could be white and play non-white roles,

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but I could not be overweight and be considered a love interest. 
Those were the norms. Okay then. 

As I reflect on these memories, I think of how many limits were 
enforced and how many were expanded in the arts. Some subjects 
were taboo, and roles and who could play them were in step with 
what our culture has internalized. When I look around today, what 
norms are our culture still enforcing? We're talking about things 
like whitewashing and cultural appropriation more, and we are see- 
ing pushback about who is playing which roles. It is no longer a 
given that we will see predominantly white people in major roles on 
stage or screen, though by looking at Netflix and how few movies 
there are out there for non-white people, it's a staggering misrep- 
resentation of who actually lives in our world. But on stages? We 
usually hope to see boundaries broken and pushed and turned on 
their heads to give us life more as it is lived than as it is determined 
to be profitable by producers. 

Bluntly, the arts are showing us that a role should not be limited 
by what our culture has defined that roles should be. I am so proud 
that, while Hollywood might still be struggling with representation, 
particularly in terms of race, our stages here in the Twin Cities have 
given us people of all different skin colors as Cinderella and Prince 
Charming and as gentlemen in Shakespeare's Verona and in Jane 
Austen's England and Seurat's France and Dickens' waltzing Christ- 
mas production, among so many others. There are contexts when 
race is the key to the casting and contexts when it isn't. And it's re- 
freshing to see those boundaries challenged. 

Where could we use more expansion? Still in terms of race, we 
should never assume that subject is crossed off on a list as complet- 
ed. We're seeing a few more mixed-size couples out there, whether 
the couples are gay or straight. But, and here's where I draw the 
obvious connection to this community (though the rest of what I've 
said here is remarkably relevant), can we see more same-sex situ- 
ations as we've seen mixed-race casting? Is it possible for us to go 
there, too? Race is pushing the norms, can sexual orientation and 
identity as well? I’m asking you, too, because I don't know if every- 
one would believe it to be so slam-dunk of an answer. The most 
beautiful Shakespeare productions I've ever seen were by Propeller 
Theatre Company at the Guthrie a few years ago when the all-male 
company played both male and female characters so poignantly. 
We've had all-female productions of Shakespeare by the Jungle 
Theater, Ten Thousand Things, Theatre Unbound, and a same-sex 
casting by Mu Performing Arts. 

But how often is it a cross-gender casting where a woman is play- 
ing a male role or a male is playing a female role? Could we actually 
expand that to make the role into an opposite gender from which it 
was originally written? Could we have a male Cinderella? Could Ro- 
meo be female? Can we have genderqueer love stories in our main- 
stream Western canon productions? It's not a simple answer, but it's 
one worth pondering. As you sit in the audiences this season, con- 
sider these questions. How important is it that our productions hold 
to the internalized norms and can we expand them to fit what our 
culture actually looks like, particularly in terms of sexual orientation 
and identity?

Reading for Your Life 


When I was ten, Dad and I drove up to Canada for a fishing trip. 
One evening, stopping at a motel on the bank of the St. Lawrence 
River, I asked if I could go swimming, and Dad nodded yes. 

Perhaps he meant we'd go together, later. I didn't ask. Donning 
my suit, I went directly down into the water. A few strokes out, I was 
caught by the current and borne out into the stream. 

As I started to panic, I remembered that my Boy Scout manual 
instructed one not to fight a current, but to swim with it, angling in 
to shore, keeping one's head above water. I did, and made it to the 
bank downstream. I trudged back to the motel and didn't mention 
our proposed swim. 

That summer-or the next-I was home one afternoon with 
my mother. She started to scream, and ran to find her. She was 
dashing about the kitchen, blood spraying from her wrist. She'd 
reached out the back door for a basket to go pick tomatoes, and 
had slashed her wrist on a long shard of glass someone had dis- 
carded. I visualized the Scout manual's “First Aid" section, and 


descriptions of “pressure points." I grabbed mother's arm above 
the wound and led her to the phone holding her arm with one 
hand while taking off the receiver (this was 1952) with the other 
to dial a neighbor for help. 

Much later, when applying to colleges, one required I write an es- 
say on the “Most Important" thing I had done. At seventeen, I hadn't 
much to brag about, but I decided “Learning to Read" filled the bill. 

Reading can be directly life-saving (see above), or can work over 
time. The more informed, the better equipped one is to make deci- 
sions. A reading of history may enable one to see through the glitter 
of power symbols and rhetoric to the inevitable tragedy and loss at- 
tendant in, say, World War II and the Holocaust. 

Or not. There's not only reading, but thought and analysis in- 
volved in following that path through to the end, whereas screaming, 
acting out, and inflicting harm offer immediate gratification and a 
quick catharsis. One chooses. Unfortunately, the Boy Scout manual 
only goes so far. B

TRUVADA for PrEP (pre-exposure prophylaxis) is a prescription 
medicine that is used together with safer sex practices to help reduce 
the risk of getting HIV-1 through sex.

MOST IMPORTANT INFORMATION ABOUT 


TRUVADA FOR PrEP 


Before starting TRUVADA for PrEP: 

* You must be HIV-1 negative. You must get tested to make sure that you 
do not already have HIV-1. Do not take TRUVADA for PrEP to reduce the risk of 
getting HIV-1 unless you are confirmed to be HIV-1 negative. 

* Many HIV-1 tests can miss HIV-1 infection in a person who has recently 
become infected. Symptoms of new HIV-1 infection include flu-like 
symptoms, tiredness, fever, joint or muscle aches, headache, sore throat, 
vomiting, diarrhea, rash, night sweats, and/or enlarged lymph nodes in the 
neck or groin. Tell your healthcare provider if you have had a flu-like illness 
within the last month before starting TRUVADA for PrEP. 

While taking TRUVADA for PrEP: 

* You must continue to use safer sex practices. Just taking TRUVADA for 
PrEP may not keep you from getting HIV-1. 

* You must stay HIV-negative to keep taking TRUVADA for PrEP. Get tested 
for HIV-1 atleast every 3 months while taking TRUVADA for PrEP. Tell your 
healthcare provider right away if you think you were exposed to HIV-1 or have 
aflu-like illness while taking TRUVADA for PrEP. 

* If you do become HIV-1 positive, you need more medicine than TRUVADA 
alone to treat HIV-1. If you have HIV-1 and take only TRUVADA, your HIV-1 
may become harder to treat over time.

TRUVADA may cause serious side effects, including: 

* Worsening of hepatitis B (HBV) infection. TRUVADA is not approved to treat 
HBV. If you have HBV, your HBV may suddenly get worse if you stop taking 
TRUVADA.

ABOUT TRUVADA FOR PrEP 


TRUVADA for PrEP is a prescription medicine used together with safer sex 
practices to help reduce the risk of getting HIV-1 through sex. This use is only for 
HIV-negative adults who are at high risk of getting HIV-1. 


• To help determine your risk of getting HIV-1, talk openly with your healthcare 
provider about your sexual health. 


Do NOT take TRUVADA for PrEP if you: 
• Already have HIV-1 infection or if you do not know your HIV-1 status. 
• Take certain medicines to treat hepatitis B infection. 


HOW TO TAKE TRUVADA FOR PrEP 


• Take 1 tablet once а day, every day, not just when you think you have been 
exposed to HIV-1. 


• Do not miss any doses. Missing doses may increase your risk of getting НМ-1 
infection. 


• Use TRUVADA for PrEP together with condoms and safer sex practices. 


• Get tested for HIV-1 at least every 3 months. You must stay HIV-negative to 
keep taking TRUVADA for PrEP.

POSSIBLE SIDE EFFECTS OF TRUVADA FOR PrEP 


TRUVADA can cause serious side effects, including: 


• Those in the “Most Important Information About TRUVADA for PrEP” section. 

New or worse kidney problems, including kidney failure. 

• Too much lactic acid in your blood (lactic acidosis), which is a serious but rare 
medical emergency that can lead to death. Tell your healthcare provider right away 
if you get these symptoms: weakness or being more tired than usual, unusual 
muscle pain, being short of breath or fast breathing, stomach pain with nausea 
and vomiting, cold or blue hands and feet, feel dizzy or lightheaded, or a fast or 
abnormal heartbeat. 

• Severe liver problems, which in rare cases can lead to death. Tell your healthcare 
provider right away if you get these symptoms: skin or the white part of your eyes 
tums yellow, dark "tea-colored" urine, light-colored stools, loss of appetite for 
several days or longer, nausea, or stomach-area pain.

blatant danger for the community. Out North 
differentiates between Pride celebrations that 
once had to be held in private with discretion to 
the out-in-the-open celebrations today that fill 
the streets with joy and love.

Hagging Black and White 
Checked in 2017 


Rethinking the "Safer Sex" Hankie 


It was a perfect summer evening, and 
I was spending it most enjoyably on the re- 
cently expanded patio of the eagleBolt Bar in 
Minneapolis. The occasion was a cigar smok- 
ing party presented by the Atons of Minneap- 
olis. The evening got even better when I saw 
something I seldom see: someone who, like 
me, was wearing a black and white checked 
hankie in the back pocket of his jeans. 

In 1993, when I first got into leather, one 
of the first things I learned about was the 
practice of “flagging” according to the hankie 
code. In leather circles, flagging means wear- 
ing various colors of hankies or bandanas in 
the back pocket of one’s jeans to indicate an 
interest in various kinds of sexual encounters 
or activities. A gray hankie, for example, indi- 
cates interest in bondage; a purple hankie in- 
dicates interest in piercing; and a tan hankie 
indicates interest in cigar play (which would 
be appropriate for the theme of that recent 
evening on the eagleBolt Bar’s patio). 

І also learned that a hankie with a pattern of 
black and white checks is not quite the same as 
the other hankies because it doesn’t indicate an 
interest in a specific activity or fetish. Rather, it 
indicates an commitment to safer sex practices, 
whatever the specific activity may be. 

I made a decision back then that, no 
matter what other color hankie I might be 
wearing, whenever I was at a leather bar or 
event I would always have a black and white 
checked hankie in my back pocket. 

Remember, this was in 1993. HIV infec- 
tion was still considered a death sentence. 
Most modern anti-HIV drugs did not yet 
exist. The main tools we had at our disposal 
to prevent HIV transmission were condoms, 
dental dams and other barriers. In 1993 we 
equated “safety” with “condoms” because 
they were all we had in the fight against HIV. 
(Well, to tell the truth, there was another 
safety strategy that some men adopted to 
prevent HIV transmission: abstinence.) 

My decision to consistently wear a black 
and white checked hankie, and my reason for 
that decision, showed me that this hankie color 
was not like the other colors in yet another way. 
While I wore other hankie colors as a signal to 
other people, I wore a black and white checked 
hankie primarily as a reminder to myself. 

Over the years since 1993, while I have 


been pretty sure I was not the only person who 
was concerned with safety, I have observed 
that at any given leather gathering I usually 
have been the only person flagging black and 
white checked. Now, in 2017, on the patio of 
the eagleBolt Bar, a much younger person 
also was flagging black and white checked— 
a person too young to have lived through the 
AIDS epidemic of the 1980s and 1990s. 

That got me thinking—and questioning. 
What does a black and white checked han- 
kie mean in 2017? Does it mean today what 
it meant in 1993? 

The meaning of most of the other han- 
kie colors has not changed over time; some 
hankie colors or patterns have been added 
in the last 25 years, but once established, 
the meaning of the hankie colors has been 
reasonably stable. But because of recent 
advances in medical technology, including 
the availability of PrEP (pre-exposure pro- 
phylaxis) as a defense against HIV transmis- 
sion, I found myself wondering if I needed 
to rethink the symbolism of the black and 
white checked hankie. 

On further reflection, my answer is yes— 
and no. Yes, the possibilities and options for 
safer sex have increased. A proper PrEP regi- 
men offers protection against HIV transmis- 
sion even if bodily fluids are exchanged during 


sex. That’s a big and long-awaited advance. 

But PrEP, unfortunately, is a bit of a one- 
trick pony. There are many other sexually 
transmitted diseases besides HIV, and PrEP 
offers no protection against them. A safer- 
sex strategy that protects against other 
sexually transmitted diseases still calls for 
other strategies. 

There are other safety issues, not specifi- 
cally related to disease, that are also repre- 
sented by a black and white checked hankie 
and that have not changed. These include 
such things as refraining from excessive use 
of alcohol or other mind-altering substances 
that can interfere with making good deci- 
sions concerning personal safety. In addition, 
there are the special safety considerations 
that especially apply to BDSM activity. It’s 
important to know how to do BDSM safely 
for everyone involved—how to tie someone 
up without cutting off circulation, how to do 
fireplay without causing serious burns, or 
even something as simply as doing appropri- 
ate negotiation before a BDSM scene or re- 
specting a safeword during a scene. 

And here’s one more thing that has not 
changed with the passing years: by flagging 
black and white checked, a person is still say- 
ing they are conscious of and committed to 
safety. And that’s always good to see. ш

Chevrolet Corvette 


'To define the American sports car, one has to look no further than 
the Chevrolet Corvette. 

For 65 years, the Corvette's story starts with being different than 
the rest.

While the exterior nailed this mission spot on, the interior was 
given equal consideration toward that end. Given its competition, the 
Corvette's interior was stepped up to meet its goals. The materials 
are much better than before with a bigger readout for the instrumen- 
tation and necessary vehicle information. To the right in the center 
stack is the MyLink infotainment screen, which is actually tactile with 
key switches and knobs at finger's reach. All other switches are cor- 
porate General Motors ones, which is not a bad thing at all. In fact, 
the Corvette is a very easy car to operate. 

You only get two seats in a Corvette, sitting low toward the ground. 
Тһе ones on this tester offered deep bolstering that locked you in 
tight. The seats will remember your body after a while, so fatigue is 
countered if a long journey is necessary. For a short blast on a track, 
these seats are perfect. 

Тһе heart of a Corvette is its Small Block V8. Stingray custom- 
ers get the 455-horsepower standard 6.2-liter engine. With direct in- 
jection and active fuel management, do not be surprised if your fuel 
economy average is higher than expected from a car of its caliber. 
We saw a wide average between 20.5 MPG and 25.3 MPG with the 
8-speed automatic transmission.

RIDE REVIEW 


Тће key to fulfilling the Corvette's mission is the right setup. The 
knob on the console closest to the driver is how that car is configured. 
'The Drive Mode Selector offers a variety of setups ranging from a tour- 
ing mode for chill-out driving to sport for better steering, suspension, 
and throttle response. Track mode offers the ultimate experience with 
everything set up for high-performance driving. There is also a weath- 
er mode that manages the Corvette through wet conditions. 

Switching between touring and sport modes, the Corvette offers 
a superior driving experience. You do feel the car; it rumbles, roars, 
and sends a pulse up and down the chassis and body. Handling is ex- 
traordinary with flat-out cornering and superb grip from the Michelin 
Pilot Super Sport tires. Brakes grab perfectly in both normal and panic 
stops. The steering is exemplary with nominal play on-center and ex- 
cellent turning radius. Response at the wheels is sharp and exacting. 

What will surprise many people is the ride quality in a Corvette. 
Тће C7 was designed to offer smooth and absorbent feedback from 
the road, regardless of condition. You do not feel rougher road condi- 
tions due to perceived firmness from the suspension, even in sport 
mode. Touring makes it even softer and absorbent, but not too soft. 
All of this point out to one thing: driving a Corvette is very easy and 
anyone can do so. Even someone who has never driven a Corvette or 
any sports car...supercar...hypercar..and so forth. 

A new 2018 Stingray starts at $55,495. There are two other models 
available: the Grand Sport and the Z06. The latter has a supercharged 
version of the same 6.2-liter V8, good for 640 horsepower. 

Something we did not mention about this review is that we did not 
drive a brand new Corvette. Instead, our tester was a 2014 Stingray 
1LT with over 10,300 miles on the odometer. This drive offered the 


exact same characteristics as if we were to drive a brand new model. 

It brings up an important piece to the sports car puzzle. Only a 
few can buy one brand new. When they do, they are indeed limited 
by our climate to fully use it year round. For about five months out 
of the year, "average" use may be as limited for just weekend drives. 
Most sports car owners in our readership area usually buy one as a 
second or third vehicle. 

When sports car owners trade or turn in their beloved rides, 
they enter in a very specific sports car pre-owned marketplace. For 
starters, one will find lower-than-usual mileage on these cars than 
your average daily driver. Secondly, you will find that a lot of these 
cars are kept in superb condition by their owners, dealerships, and 
mechanics they worked with. Lastly, you will find these vehicles 
sold by experts in the brand or specific model—the latter in the 
case of the Chevrolet Corvette. Those who know their cars will sell 
them properly to the right owners. 

Just like any high-performance sports machine, the Corvette of- 
fers a particular experience to the driver. But, having the engine up 
front, driving the wheels in the back offers a more proper sports car 
setup enthusiasts would prefer. We understand that this is cause for 
debate, but we know one thing: to drive a Corvette is a special experi- 
ence one must accomplish in their lifetime. 

For this columnist, I waited my entire life to drive a Corvette, until 
Igotto work with this one. Surprised? It's true. This was my first stint 
in America's sports car. And, it was indeed a special experience. 

If you want to own one, the C7 is the generation to get. Not be- 
cause it's newer. It is because the Corvette simply matches up with 
the world's greatest sports car. B

Dating Revisited 


'The last time I wrote about dating—in 2013, I believe—I lamented 
how exceedingly difficult it was to snag a date, let alone forge a real 
romantic relationship. Given that others told me I was relatively attrac- 
tive, fairly intelligent, and even witty, I chalked up the drought to being 
transgender. Men and women (I'm bi, yep) my age (then mid-fifties) just 
weren't willing to give me a thought. 

I was certain that much of it had to do with a fear of being judged for 
being with me. Indeed, one man with whom I shared drinks and much 
laughter said as much at the end of our first (and only) date: “Ellie, I re- 
ally like you but your voice is a problem." 

Recall that there's an incongruity between my voice (still masculine) 
and my appearance (Га like to think very feminine). What my date said 
in effect was, “Га go home with you tonight but ГЇЇ never introduce you 
to my adult children or best buddy." In other words, if it becomes public 
that I'm dating you, someone's going to think I'm queer. 

I understood back then. It certainly hurt, but I wasn't going to fault 
someone for not wanting to step out of their comfort zone. I wasn't des- 
perate for companionship and for the most part, I was (and remain) good 
with just me. 

Fast forward to 2017. My how the landscape has changed! And on 
both sides of the equation. 

On my side, I've now started a sixth decade of living. Never in a mil- 
lion years did I think that Га want to date at such an “advanced age." On 
the other hand, with age comes wisdom, a degree of self-confidence, and a 
willingness to push my personal boundaries. For me, that's meant consider- 
ing much younger people and maybe even entertaining a few things off the 
beaten path, so to speak. (That's where ГЇЇ draw the line on self-disclosure.) 

Surprisingly, on the other side of today’s equation are way more 
people who are open to the idea of dating a woman who happens to be 
transgender. I’m talking men (at the moment, my gender of choice) as 
young as late-twenties and as old as early-sixties. 

Then again, maybe I just crossed the line on self-disclosure. 

So that there are no surprises for anyone, on all my profiles I’m very 
upfront about having transitioned genders. I also ensure that every po- 
tential suitor is aware of this; I’ve found that most men simply look at my 
picture without ever clicking on my profile. 

Younger men really have no problem with my gender history. How- 
ever, some older men don’t seem to quite understand the program. As 


one fiftyish man inquired, “So you were born a man?” 

I responded, ”Үев, they got it wrong. It’s a deal-breaker for some but 
not all. If it freaks you out, ГЇЇ understand.” 

He came back with, “I don’t get it. Are you gay then?” 

Me: “Nope. I’m actually bi but I’m sure that will freak you out too... 
It’s okay. Let’s just pass.” 

At that point, I figured he would move on. Instead, he floored me 
with, “No, it’s kind of cool.” 

Huh? Cool to be trans? From a gray-haired potential suitor? 

For the record, I haven’t met this open-minded man yet, so I don’t 
really know if being “cool” counts for anything. Still, that he’s open to me 
really is something. 

Thank god I’m getting to experience dating before I die. I mean that. 
I had been afraid that I’d never be able to do what any other women 
does—date, have sex, and possibly fall in love. 

To what do I attribute this sea change in acceptance and openness? 

A name: Caitlyn Jenner. 

Say what you will about Caitlyn (and I do have much to say, not all of it 
favorable), she has near single-handedly transported transgender humans 
from society’s basement to at least its first floor. Her coming out in 2015 gave 
millions their first glimpse of what it means to be transgender; from there, 
many closeted trans persons (hundreds of thousands if not a few million) 
felt that they, too, could live authentically according to their true gender. 

We're talking somebody's child or grandkid or the spouse of some- 
one else, all coming out as trans or gender nonconforming. 

That's produced a cascading effect where today, nearly 30 percent of 
Americans know someone who's trans. As that number grows, there will 
be even greater awareness and acceptance. 

And more dates for trans men and women. 

'There'll also be more pushback from religious and social conserva- 
tives, but that's a topic for some other column. 

For now, I'm just going to smile knowing that finally, I can get a date. 

It's a nice feeling for this sixty-year-old woman. B
